self sustaining, but there is at pres- 
ent, according to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral's announcement, a postal surp- 
lus of more than ?1,000,00.

than ?17,500,000, the largest in the 
history of the postal service. 


The Postmaster General contends 


that the deficit has been eliminated 
by introducing business methods in 
the department and extending the 
service along profitable lines.
